EARLY REPORTS 


Return From Seven States 
Show Decrease About 
5 Per Cent. 


N* IW YORK, Dec. 9.—No-| 
vember sales’ returns! 
from seven states have now| 
been received as follows: Del-| 
aware, Illinois, Indiana, North! 
Dakota, South Carolina, Utah 
and Wisconsin. They show a 
total sale of 8,733 passenger 
cars, against 9,247 cars from 
the same states in November, 
1930. The decrease amounts 
to only a little more than 5 
per cent. 

These very early figures show a 
larger number of makes with sales 
increased over last year’s figtires 
than has happened in many months. 
Auburn has sold 91 against 42 last 
year, Chevrolet 2,421 against 2,037, 
De Soto 176 against 129, Hudson 90 
against 77, La Salle 72 against 56, 
Plymouth 784 against 247, Pontiac 
327 against 219, Willys 507 against 
123 and Willys-Knight 62 against 
32. This makes nine cars that have 
Sold better in November than in the 
Same month last year, an excellent 
record at the end of a drab year.

Road, states that the plant is now 
running six full days a week. Every 
employee has been called back to 
work, he said. 

The same situation is true at the 
Atlanta plant of the Fisher Body 
Company, where Chevrolet bodies 
are being turned out at full speed. 

Mr. Lyness said that the Chev- 
rolet plant is more than a month 
behind on unfilled orders in the 
Atlanta territory, and that even if 
it runs a month on full production 
it cannot catch up with the demand.

W THOUT Noah Webster’s cognizance there comes into 
the automobile language for 1932 consumption two 
new terms which seem to hit the nail on the head—‘syn- 
chronized shifting” and “cruising speed,’ both most expres- 
sive of what they are defining. 

To the best of my knowledge, Studebaker is entitled to 
the credit for originating “synchronized shifting’ as expres- 
sive of the new hook-up it has with free wheeling. Of course, 
you have read in another section of A. D. N. today all about 
the new Studebaker line, but perhaps it did not come to your 
attention that the term had been coined. 

According to the South Bend statement, “even though 
Studebaker was the originator of free wheeling with positive 
gear control, it has refused to rest on its laurels and has 
carried its advancement to a new height of perfection. The 
new Studebaker models feature free wheeling in its finest 
form, together with synchronized shifting. ... Gear clashing 
is over once and for all, whether in free wheeling or conven- 
tional gear.” 

Before we leave this new Studebaker feature, let’s ex- 
press our admiration of a gadget which we long have felt is 
needed—a dial on the dash which indicates clearly whether 
you are in free wheeling or conventional. No more guessing.

N advertising novelty that is cre- 
ating a sensation among Du- 
Minn., automobile and truck 
drivers is being distributed at serv- 
ice stations handling Mbobiloil, a 
product of the Vacuum Oil Com- 
pany.

ITHIN the past few days a reader of Automotive Daily 
W News has had an experience that sheds considerable 
light on the present condition of business with various indi- 
vidual companies. May we add that there is not the slightest 
yeason to doubt the accuracy of the report our reader gave 
us of the occurrence. 

This person is in the market for a car. He desires to 
buy immediately and would rather accept delivery of a 1931 
model with a price inducement than wait for the new lines. 
He is typical of the division of the buying public which makes 
successful clearing-up sales at the end of the year. He has 
a car which is about two years old and inevitably he wants 
an allowance on this vehicle. 

Recently our reader went to a dealer handling the make 
of car which he is already driving. This vehicle has given 
him excellent service under fairly trying conditions. He is 
naturally somewhat prejudiced in favor of this make, which 
he has actually proved to meet his needs. 

The dealer in question has on hand a few 1931 models, 
which he is offering at a reduction from the list price. The 
question of price between our reader and the dealer was not 
an obstacle to a sale. Then our acquaintance brought up the 
matter of an allowance for his present vehicle. 

The dealer replied to his question: “Yes, we will make 
an allowance, but it will be only the actual value of your old 
car.” No one could possibly quarrel with that attitude. If 
all dealers maintained it, there would be one cause of trouble 
yemoved from the automotive field. But then he followed it

time and we will appraise it for you.”

But, being human, he dropped in on another dealership, |

The pro- 
cedure was almost exactly the same up to the point where 
the question of an allowance on the used car came to the fore. 
And right there the salesman for the second dealer showed 
his metal. 

“We can only allow you exactly what we can get for 
your old car, Mr. Blank,” he said, “but I’}] tell you what I'll 
do. 
in the model you are interested in. You can drive the car 
and get a chance to see how she handles.” 

They did exactly that. The appraiser set a price that 
would be allowed on the old car. The prospect drove the 
model he was interested in and the salesman pointed out the 
merits of his merchandise. 

Our reader did not close, however, being still doubtful 
as to exactly what body model he would finally settle on, and 
the salesman promptly offered to get another model for a 
demonstration. During the afternoon the salesman had 
three different models at our reader’s door and took him for 
a ride in each of them. Finally he brought a used model of 
a higher priced car for inspection. 


Our friend has not definitely closed, even now, but he! 


probably will buy one of the offerings of the second dealer, 
accepting the appraisal given him on his old ear. 

It would have been just as easy for the first dealer to 
have done what the second one did. He had a live prospect 
for merchandise that he was anxious to clear away. 
best he could do was to invite his customer to bring hi¢ old 
car around some time for appraisal. 

We believe that this story has the germ of the reason 
why so many companies find business today “not so good,”

Caldwell of Bijur Comments) PRESDENTOFM.E.A. 
On Chassis Lubrication 





Paper by Scaife 


T the’ recent transportation 
meeting of the S. A. E., A. J. 
Scaife of the White Company read 
2 paper on chassis lubrication, 
which has aroused much interest- 
ing comment by engineering readers 
of Automotive Daily News. We 
have published several discussions 
ef this paper from readers and we 
present herewith one which has 
just been subscribed by S H. Cald- 
well, Detroit representative for the 
Bijur Lubricating Corporation. Mr. 
Caldwell’s comment follows: 

Mr. Scaife touches the heart of 
the matter when he says: “We do 
net all agree as to the method but 
we do as to the need” of adequate 
lubrication for the chassis bearings 
of trucks and.buses. The fact that 
operators all over the world are 
acknowledging the inadequacy of 
the antiquated point - by - point 
method for the present high speed 
reliable type of service demanded 
of these vehicles is a tremendous 
step forward. It points the manu- 
facturers’ way to something con- 
structive. In so doing, however, it 
emphasizes the need of a thorough 
understanding of all the factors 
which have influenced the operators 
in the conclusions which they have 
reached. 

Chassis bearings can be divided 
into two types: (1) Submerged or 
semi-submerged, composing (a) mo- 
tor, and (b) gears; and (2) small 
capacity and “oil can” bearings, usu- 
ally oscillating. It is with the sec- 
ond class that we are concerned. 

As present day engineers view this 
problem now, the development of a 
correct program depends on three 
phases: 
(b) lubricant (c) design. 

While the large operators have 
insisted on regular and consistent 
application, it has gradually become 
evident that there stil] persists too 
many breakdowns and too much 
service due to incorrect lubrication 
However, dozens of years of this old 
method have established the facts: 
(a) The shorter the time between 
greasings the better the result, ‘b) 
the larger the oil content of the 
grease, the better the condition of 
the bearing, and (c) the greater the | 
“body” content, the less frequent the 
need of application. Because “b” 
depends upon “a,” which is not gen- 
erally feasible, the result has been 
the favoring of a heavy grease, par- 
ticularly for king and spring bolts. 

The first count against grease is 
that the only useful portion is the 
oil, so that quite a percentage of the 
material is inactive except to hold 
the oil in position. 

The type of bearing most gener- 
ally encountered on the chassis is 
of the oscillating type, where the 
loaded surfaces are continually wip- 
ing away the lubricant under heavy 
pressures. Bounces momentarily re- 
lieve the pressure or even entirely 
separate the surfaces at which time 
the lubricant should flow back over 
these areas. Oil will do so, due to 
capillary action and surface tension, 
but loading the oil to form grease 
destroys this capacity. 

Thirdly, the method of applica- 
tion is through greasing connections, 
which, even if properly cleaned, al- 
low some dirt to enter the bearing, 
and consequently to form, with the 
soap separated out in the drilled 
passages, almost a cement plug. This 
coupled with very smal! clearances 


and extremely viscous lubricant 
(particularly in winter) has given 
the impression that tremendous 


pressures are always necessary to 
carry the lubricant to the bearing 
surface. Many would be surprised 
to know that no pressure is required 
to carry oil to the loaded surface; 
in fact, with the slightest encour- 
agement it is impossible to keep it 
out. But, of course, gravity must 
be circumvented when it is desired 
to keep oil on the upper surface of 
a spring bolt, for example. 

Then, too, many pounds of lubri- 
cant are wasted by “visibly” greas- 
ing the bearings all over the floor. 
While some of this may tend to 
clean out the accumulation of dirt 
in the bearing, the curious point is 
that ‘generally the easiest way out 
for the grease is through the clear- 
ances which will always be on the 
unloaded, and, therefore, cleanest 
surfaces. 

Consequently for every type of 


bearing a different type of lubri- | 
cant has been developed to obtain | 
the best results for that particular 
size, location or temperature. As | 
a matter of fact, not only could all 
these use the same material, but 
they would have a much longer life, | 
provided that the lubricant were} 
pure oi] applied with sufficient fre- | 
quency. 

Thus it becomes evident that: 

(1) Oil was made into grease to} 
form a storage. 

(2) Such “loading” has resulted in 
almost all the troubles in service (a) 
wear, (b) plugged passages, (c) ex- 
pensive high-pressure injection 
equipment, (d) waste of. lubricant 
and time. 

(3) Oil can supply the needs of 
all types of bearings and needs no 
appreciable delivery pressure. 

(4) Oi] must be frequently or con- 
tinuously applied. 

(5) Oil should be applied perfectly 
clean and from within. 

Any arrangement of individual 
cups is at a disadvantage on account 
of the awkwardness which the sys- 
tem presents and its liability to the 








same hazards of omission, running 
dry and entrance of dirt. as in the 
case of the grease nipple. Neither 


is there any way of knowing which 
element of the assembly—cup, feed- 
er, passage or alignment—is at fault 
in dry bearings. 

Much greater reliability, neatness 
and serviceability may be achieved 
by uniting the bearing feeding ele- 
ments into a unit system, providing 
against all breakage and dirt haz-| 
ards and spending some thought on 





(a) Lubricant application, lable. and inexpensive design suit- 


| able for the unit pressures to be 
encountered. To produce these re- 
sults the equipment must be auto- 
matic, adequately clean the oil and 
deliver it in the quantities suitable 
for individual bearing needs, and 
without permitting the season or 
viscosity of the oil to affect it.
